Phantom illness proves fatal 


PHILADELPHIA <AP) — The 
Belle vue-Str afford 
hotel, a 
stately lady who for 12' year» 
pampered DuPont» and Van­ 
derbilts, will close her doors 
Nov. 18, perhaps the final Victim, 
of "‘legionnaire's disease. ” 
“She’s a grand dame, and she 
will be sorely missed,” Mayor 
Frank Rizzo said Wednesday, 
moments 'before the holers 
owners formally announced the 
phantom illness had proved 
fatal. 
"The Bellevue-Stratford has 
found It impossible any longer to 
withstand the economic impact 
of the worldwide, 
adverse 
publicity 
which 
has been 
associated with the "legion- 
n a ire’s disease*. . .** William G, 
Chadwick, the hotel's vice 
president, told reporters. 
"Despite the lack of credible 


evidence that any* casual factor 
existed, the continuous public 
reports linking the hotel to 
reports of the illness has 'been 
ruinous to its business,*"1 
It was the Bellevue that the 
Pennsylvania American Legion 
picked 
as its 
convention 
headquarters this summer. The 
bulk of the some 3,000 Legion 
members, many accompanied 
by their wives, checked! into the 
l§-story hotel on July 21. 
Four days later they checked 
out. Within a week a dozen were 
dead, felled by the mysterious 
ailment that so far has stumped 
doctors and scientists. Another 
17 would! die and 151 persons 
would te hospitalized with the 
flu-llke disease. 
Within a month, the hotel*s 
occupany rate had fallen from 84 
to II per cent, She became' the 


target of gallows humor; there 
were jokes all over town a'bout 
having one last drink at the 
Bellevue, 
A funeral atmosphere filled 
her 
marbled! corridors and 
w 1 i h i n 
11 m e 
red - j a c k e I e d 
bellhops outnumbered guests in 
her majestic lobby. 
Chadwick estimated losses at 
$10,000 a day. 
“ I guess it was only a matter 
of time,',", Joe' Fngaetano. a 
'bellhop with 47 years service at 
the Bellevue, said Wednesday. 
He was standing in the lobby 
recalling the day he took 
President Franklin Roosevelt, 
confined in a wheelchair, up­ 
stairs in the hotel's freight 
elevator. 
Rizzo said It was the city's 
intent to purchase the hotel, then 
demolish it and offer it to 


developer» for the construction 
of a modern, convention-type' 
facility. 


"Today, rather than weep at 
the demise of this great In* 
stitution. we' must map bold 
plans for the economic future of 
our city," said the mayor. 


Should her walls come tum­ 
bling down, the wrecking ball 
would provide a final glimpse of 
the rooms and suites and 
ballrooms that accommodated! 
presidents and queens and 
movie stars like 
Rudolph 
Valentino and Mary Ptekford. 


Next Monday, three' days 
before it closes, the Baltevue 
wilt host a scientific symposium 
on legionnarle's disease. For the 
hotel, any curt1 will have come 
too late.

Icy bridges blamed for skidding accidents 


Freezing rain over bridges 
was cited for dozens of car ac­ 
cidents in the three-county area, 
including a. five vehicle pile-up 
on the Route 4.22 bypass en­ 
tra nee ramp in Douglassville, 
and four minor accidents within 
minutes on Route .100 over the 
M ana ta wny Creek.... 
Police closed the bypass to 
traffic from the Douglassville' 
entrance ramp to Route '19§ for 
W minutes 'because' of the icy 
conditions... 
Three 'persona: were treated, 
for minor injuries and released 
from Reading Hospital following 
the pile-up on Route 422. 
Amity Township Pólice Chief 
Maurice Eschbach estimated

“He 
hits his brakes; slides across, the 
bridge and the truck crashes in 
the Zieber car, which strikes the 
Wocklish car.” 
Opiinger was followed by 
Richard!

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Utah's Supreme Court Wed­ 
nesday accepted the plea of 
condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
that he be allowed to die “like a 
man** before a firing squad in 
five days. 
After hearing from Gilmore, 
who appeared in shackles, the 
justices reversed s decision they 
had 
reached 
Monday 
and 
vacated a stay of execution. 
They also dismissed an appeal 
that had been filed in Gilmore's 
behalf. 
The 
scheduled 
execution 
would be the first in the United 
States since June 2, 1967 An 
estimated 300 person» no* live 
on death rows in state prisons. 
Gilmore, shackled hand and 
foot with chains and wearing, 
prison, whites, begged the five 
justices to allow him to keep his 
date with death at 8 
a.m.. 
Monday at, Utah State Prison. 
The 
3 5-y e a r -o I d 
O r e g. o n 
parolee, convicted: last month of 
killing a Provo motel clerk 
during a robbery, told the court 
he did not want to waste time in 
prison 
during the 
appeal 
process. 
“I 'believe I was given a, fair 
trial. The .sentence is proper, 
and I'm wi.lli.ng to accept it with 
dignity, like a man.,’" said 
Gilmore, who has spent 1,0 of the 
past, 21. years behind bars. 
**I hope it will, be carried: ©ut 
without any delay."* 
Kathryn Colla rd, chief of 
litigation for the Utah chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, said her organization 


would try to head off the 
execution. 
“We will ask the U.S. Supreme 
Court to grant a stay on grounds 
the Utah law is unconstitutional 
because it does not provide for 
mandatory review of capital 
cases," she said. 
“One way or another, the 
ACLU will be In It down to the 
wire trying to stop It. ” 
The Utah Supreme Court’s 
brief 4-1 decision, written by 
chief Justice F. Henri Henriod, 
said 
Gilmore's "‘persons! 
motion” was the factor that 
influenced the justices most. 
Justice 
D. 
Frank 
Wilkins 
dissented, saying there were 
several legal problems that 
needed 
to 
be 
resolved, 
specifically whether recent U.S.. 
S u p r e m e Co u r t, dl e c 1 s I o n s 
require' the state court to review 
all death penalty caws. 
Prison warden Samuel Smith 
said after the court,’s action that 
'he would complete selection of 
his five-man firing squad! and 
“ work out the scenario for the 
execution from beginning, to end 
to make it work out as ex­ 
peditiously as possible.” 
He said current plans were to 
use the “traditional*'" method of 
execution,,. In which Gilmore 
would be strapped in a wooden 
chair, his head covered with, a 
hood and a target pinned over 
his heart...

Editorial: 
No game 


A charity football Kamo between 
two cross-town rivals would be the 
quickest way for the Bicentennial 
Commission to erase its debts, wipe 
the slate clean. 
But 
officials 
in 
the 
Pottstown 
School District have determined that 
a gridiron confrontation between St. 
Pius X and Pottstown, a week after 
the regular season ends, will not be a 
way for the local commission to raise 
money. 
And we agree. 
The game was suggested because 
St. Pius X and Pottstown 
were 
originally scheduled to play at the 
beginning of the season, but the game 
was cancelledbecause of the lay 
teachers’ strike in the Philadelphia 
Archdiosese. 
As neither team had an open date 
which coincided during the regular 
season, the game had to be scrapped, 
much to the dismay of many local 
football fans. 
The 
Bicentennial 
Commission 
suggested the game could make 
money for the organization, plus the 
two schools, as each would split a 
third of the gate receipts. 
The Pottstown Board doesn’t think 
too highly of the idea, because of the 
interference it will cause with 
the 
winter sports schedule, most notably 
the 
basketball 
and 
w restling 
programs. 
Both schools have athletes who 
play winter sports in addition to 
football. An extra week of football 
practice would interfere with their 
preparation for the other sport. 
In discussing the pros and cons, it 
was mentioned that it would be a good 
game for the fans, plus the money 
raising angle. Those against said it 
would handicap the coaches of the 
other sports. 
But what about the players? Not 
one word was mentioned about them 
and they’re the ones being asked to 
make the sacrifice. 
High school football season runs 
more 
than 
three 
months, 
with 
practice beginning in the middle of 
August. It’s a long season, usually 
climaxed by a Thanksgiving game, 
filled 
with 
intense rivalry 
and 
tradition. 
To schedule a charity game for 
early December would tarnish 
the 
Thanksgiving game, and would take 
undue advantage of these athletes, 
many of whom are eager to join in 
other pursuits. 
Too 
much 
professionalism 
and 
outside 
interference 
has 
been 
creeping into our amateur sports pro 
grams throughout the country. 
Let’s keep high school football in 
this area what it was intended to be, 
good clean competition for players 
and fans. 


Donating part of the profits from 
regular season games to charity is 
acceptable if the games already have 
been scheduled and there’s no extra 
burden on the teams. 
But to schedule an extra game after 
the season is completed would only be 
exploiting these youngsters. And that 
would be an injustice.

The frozen 
moments of 
looss' world 


When Walter loos» Jr., star Sports Illustrated 
photographer, it on assignment, there is a glow in 
his dark eyes. To use a characteristic phrase of 
his, the man is stoked. That Is, eager. In fact, he 
often glows from head to 'toe. In his embryonic 
years with the magazine in the early 1960s, It was 
a problem. 
"I remember flying into Knoxville to cover a 
football game and I had long hair and a beard 
before they were the fashion in the South," looss, 
a native New Yorker, recalled recently. "I wore 
shades, a scarf and a flowered shirt. The girl 
behind the Hertz counter asked. ‘Y ’all goin' to a 
Halloween party?’ That was the mood there. 
“ At the game, my foot accidentally touched the 
sideline. A cop came up and said. ‘Boy, If that foot 
touches that line one more time I’m going to use 
my billy club on you,’ Then he went over to his 
buddies and showed them notches where ho had 
beaten his stick over the heads of hippies " 
Not long afterward, in Canton, Ohio, looss sat in 
a rented car waiting for stadium gates to open 
when a cop arrested him for looking suspicious. 
looss, now 33, has discovered other ways in 
which being a 
sports photographer may be 
hazardous to one’s health. There are the simple 
sideline fears of having his lens rammed by a foul 
ball, or being flattened by a ton of linemen, or, as 
happened early in his career, blowing strobe light 
adjustments and returning to the office to find the 
negatives black and the bosses screaming, "You 
idiot.’’ 
Despite such distractions. looss at this writing 
has had 100 shots chosen for SI covers, second 
highest in the magazine's history. 
Iooss's first official assignment for Sports 
Illustrated was nearly his last, however. 
He was to photograph aboard a boat on a large 
lake. Along with his typical enthusiasm, looss 
brought along, bv his count, “about 18 cameras." 
“ I’m not much of a sailor to begin with.” said 
looss. “The boat was rocking. And the straps of all 
those cameras began to twist around my neck. I 
was strangling. Luckily, my father was there and 
cam e to my rescue.” 
This occured in 1961, when Walter was 17 and 
fresh out of high school. He had been successfully 
submitting photos to Sports Illustrated for two 
years. He got hooked on photography, he said, 
when using his father’s 35-millimeter camera. 
Walter looss Sr. was an amateur photographer 
and a professional musician, once a bass player in 
Benny Goodman’s band. Young Walter began 
taking pictures while accompanying his father to 
pro football games at Yankee Stadium. 
Even then, there was an air of danger. Walter 
used a long, 300-milimeter lens and when excited 
would jump up and start snapping, banging the 
lens into the skull of first one and then another of 
the tough beer-drinkers in front of him. 
For looss, though, the joys of photography 
easily out-distance the perils. He says he loves 
shooting 
pictures, 
sometimes 
wonders 
how 
anyone could actually pay him to shoot pictures, 
and believes that “ Life is more exciting through a 
telephoto lens. " 
‘A good lens is like binoculars.” he says. "I wish 
I could go through life seeing the world through 
binoculars. At a game, for example, the image is 
brought immediately up in front of you. Bright. 
Clear. Dead sharp. 
“You’re Immersed in the action. You don’t so 
much see the game, you feel it. I focus in on the 
eyes of the athlete. Even in action shots. Who’s 
interested in a bunch of backsides? The eyes tell 
the story. Take that famous photograph of Ruby 
shooting Oswald. You see panic in Oswald’s eyes. 
If you didn’t see his eyes, it’s no picture. 
“ I also always try to be ready. They say, 
‘Chance favors the prepared man.* In this way 
you’re more alive, too. Baseball is hardest for this 
because it gets boring, and I’ve actually fallen 
asleep while hanging over the dugout with my 
camera. 


Portraits, say looss, are an art in themselves. 
“ The first roll of film can usually be thrown away. 
It takes that to begin to relax the subject. One of 
my toughest portraits was Mean Joe Greene, the 
big lineman. Si wanted him for a cover. They sent 
me to Latrobe, the steel-mil I area right outside 
Pittsburgh, where the Steelers train. I had five 
days to come back with a good portrait of Mean 
Joe Greene looking mean. 


“ He turns out to be the nicest guy in the world. I 
couldn't act him to look mean. Four days go by. 
Nothing. I’m pleading. ‘Joe, gtmmie a mean look. 
One,’ He can’t do it. 


“ Now it’s the last day. I need something. My 
plane is leaving soon. I have Joe on the practice 
field alone. He’s got five minutes before a team 
meeting. If he’s late he gets fined He’s fidgety. 
The mood of the place is great. Sunset. A faint 
sunlight coming through the dark clouds, dark 
from the steel-mill smoke. 


“ Joe looks at his watch. Three minutes, he says. 
Now he’s mad. I’m shooting like hell. Two 
minutes. He’s glaring at me. He looks like he’s 
about to kill me. Perfect. T m splittinY he savs. 
and with a big sigh of relief 1 watch him run off 
the field, through the goal posts and into the set­ 
ting smoke." 
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Dead mother loses battle of life for unborn baby

evaluation and consultation by

Consequently, it was decided to

Mrs. Culbertson died 49 hours 
after the accident 
Her only 
child, 6-month-old Shannon, who 
suffered a fractured skull in the 
car accident, was reported in 
good condition.

donor, 
but

after the fetal heartbeat was 
detected. 
Doctors said the fetus could 
not be removed from her body 
until it became viable at 20 
weeks of gestation and weight'd 
at least 500 grams, or a little 
over one pound 
“We don’t know if the body 
can support the growth of the 
fetus,” 
Dr. 
James Ogsbury, 
chief resident of the surgical 
intensive care unit at CGH had 
said before the decision to stop 
life support machinery.

Aa of m idnight, this Dec. 31. 
there will he only M month» left 
to go in w hat we Initially hailed 
as the decade of the “ Sizzling 
Seventies. ’* But instead of siz­ 
zling, this has turned out to be a 
d e c a d e 
o f

“stagnating," often “sliding" 
Seventies. 
Instead of moving 
comfortably into history as a 10- 
year span of steady economic 
expansion, the period has been 
ch a r a c te r iz e d

M oreover, 
the

financial challenges emerging 
clearly In earlier years of the 
decade have mostly been swept 
under the rug at every level of 
government — federal, state 
and local. 
Even when New York City’s 
fiscal crisis exploded across the 
nation's front pages — flashing 
similar catastrophes to come in 
other 
c itie s 
and 
sending 
borrowing costs of even the 
strongest municipalities soaring 
in sympathy with New York’s — 
the response of the Ford White 
House 
will 
be 
forever 
im­ 
mortalized in the New York 
Daily News headline: 
"Drop 
Dead." 
Even when America's voters 
emphasized in poll after poll 
that a prime concern was the 
skyrocketing cost of health care, 
no action was taken either by 
previous occupants of the White 
House or previous lawmakers in 
Congress. 
Now, though, time is growing 
short. While it's a statistical 
conceit to measure fundamental 
economic movements in terms 
of specific dates of the calendar, 
there is a symbolism about the 
start of a new decade And it is 
most im probable that many of 
the challenges shrugged oft in 
the 1§70> — to the Jeopardy of 
millions of us — can be pushed 
aside much longer. 
To suggest merely a few of 
those challenges: 
• NATIONAL HEALTH IN­ 
SURANCE. For far too many

Carter to travel Shapp's trail? 


HARRISBURG — It will be 
interesting 
to 
see 
w hether 
President-elect Jim m y C arter is 
destined to trot down a trail 
sim ilar to that already trotted 
by Governor Shapp — un. that 
is, insofar as relationship with 
th e 
le g isla tiv e 
b ran c h 
of 
governm ent is concerned 
The point is this: 
When C arter formally takes 
over housekeeping chores at the 
White 
House January 
20 as 
Keeper of the Great Seal he will 
have with him as President a 
Congress completely controlled 
and 
dominated 
by 
his 
own 
D em ocratic Party. 
This will be the first tim e in 
eight years that such an event 
has occurred along the banks of 
the Potom ae — that is, that a 
President has had a legislative 
branch dominated by the sam e 
political party as his own. 
After all, the first four years of 
Reign I and the first half of 
Reign 2 of Republican President 
Richard Nixon saw Congress 
d o m in a te d 
by 
o p p o sitio n 
D em ocrats — the sam e situation 


e n c o u n te r e d 
by 
r e ti r in g 
Republican 
President 
Gerald 
Ford these last two years. 
The end result of course, as 
might be expected, was a series 
of 
tug-of-w ars 
between 
the 
e x e c u tiv e 
and 
le g is la tiv e 
branches of federal governm ent 
resulting in program defaults, 
p r e s id e n tia l 
v eto es, 
v eto 
overrides, etc. 
The question now is what will 
happen 
with 
a 
D em ocratic 
President in the saddle and a 
Dem ocratic Congress in side­ 
saddle? 
In theory at least it should be 
honey and roses, but if C arter 
e n c o u n te rs 
an 
e x p e rie n c e 
sim ilar to that encountered by 
Governor Shapp these past half- 
dozen years it could be a touch of 
vinegar and crabgrass. 
T h u s 
th e 
t r a i l- tr o tt in g 
question, posed at the top of this 
column. 
The vetoes and veto-ov e rr ides 
encountered 
by 
R epublican 
P re s id e n t 
F ord 
and 
th e 
D em ocratic Congress are fairly 
well known but there again you 


had an "opposition" legislative 
branch. 
What about the case where the 
two branches are in each other's 
arm s, i.e., of the same political 
faith, as will be the case when 
C arter dons the presidential 
cloak? 
Perhaps 
Governor 
Shapp's 
experience 
along 
this 
line 
provides an inkling of what 
C arter just might encounter. 
During the Governor’s first 
two years back in 1971-72 fellow 
D em ocrats were in the driver's 
seat in the State Legislature — 
but. egad, he encountered woes 
notwithstanding this theoretical 
honey and roses situation. 
For exam ple, confirmation of 
g u b e rn a to ria l 
ap p o in tm en ts 
turned into a somewhat em ­ 
barrassing headache' when his 
Cabinet 
w asn't 
im m ediately 
confirmed 
(a 
courtesy 
heretofore accorded new chief 
executives): lawm akers refused 
to grant pay increases he had 
requested 
for 
C abinet-level 
posts, and shades of Nero, it took 
Republican votes to pass his 


state income tax when his own 
people refused to go along. 


And again these past two 
years too he’s had the legislative 
branch com pletely controlled by 
his own people and: yet in 49 
instances he's vetoed what his 
own 
people 
enacted 
on 
the 
le g isla tiv e 
side, 
of 
which 
num ber nine were overridden — 
by his own people. (O r. looking 
at 
it 
an o th er 
way, 
“ h is" 
legislative branch sustained 40 
of his vetoes.) 


The point in all this is not to be 
critical of Governor Shapp — for 
actually looking at his overall 
legislative record he has ac­ 
complished much and has in­ 
stituted 
m any, 
many 
m ajor 
c h a n ge s 
in 
P enn sy I vania" s 
governm ental functioning — but 
rather to simply illustrate the 
fact that m erely because a chief 
executive 
has 
a 
legislative 
branch 
(theoretically) in his 
political 
corner, 
it does not 
autom atically follow that all will 
be honey and roses.

Wall Street is uncertain about Carter's economic outlook 


NEW YORK (API — Wall 
Street analysts have few an­ 
swers so far in their efforts to 
sort out the economic and in­ 
v e s t m e n t 
outlook 
u nde r 
President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
The task has taken on some 
urgency in the world of stocks 
and bonds. The 'Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrial stocks, 
with a 6.73 drop to a 10-month 
low of 924.04 Wednesday, ex­ 
tended its loss in six trading 
days since the election to 42.05 
points. 


The m arket's sharp drop is 
p a r t l y 
explained 
by 
the 
traditional Republican leanings 
of the financial community. 
“ President Ford’s defeat was 
a real disappointment to a lot of 
people on the Street,” observed 
one trader at a brokerage house. 
"A lot of people down here 
thought he was taking the right 
approach to inflation and the 
economy.” 
But most observers agree that 
the market is unsettled by more 
than just partisan concerns. 
C arter’s election,, they point 
out, came at a time of general 
nervousness about an economy 
that seems to he struggling to 
keep its forward momentum. 
And rarely in any 'economic 
environment has Wall Street 
been confronted with an in­ 
coming president about whom it 
knew so little.

'elder statesman' role 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
spry George Meany, denying 
plans for any im m ediate 
retirem ent., smill ng 1 y sa id 
Wednesday he expects to play 
the 'role of “elder statesman** in 
the Carter administration. 
“ When I have a problem that 
affects the workers of America. 
I expect to have that problem 
considered by Gov. Carter when 
he becomes president,” said 
Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO.He quickly added, that “is the 
only commitment. Carter has 
made to me — that any 
problema we have he will give 
t h e m i m m e d i a t e con- 
sideration.” 
Meany said he was adamantly 
opposed to firm wage-price 
controls like those in effect in 
1971. but indicated a willingness 
to discuss voluntary guidelines 
with Carter. 
“I’m quite sure when the time 
comes well be ready to talk, to 
him: about, it,”1 he said. 
The 82-year-old labor chief 
met with reporters after a clsed 
m eeting of the AFL-CIO 
executive council called to 
review the election results. The 
labor federation's political arm, 
COPE, issued a four-page 
summary detailing is get-out- 
tbe-vote efforts on behalf of the 
Democratic ticket and. taking 
credit for helping swing several 
key industrial states for Carter. 
When asked if he felt Carter 
owes labor anything, Meany 


said only that the unions made a 
contribution, as did the blacks 
and other minorities.

The mastectomy: 


Volunteers help victims overcome depression, mental torment

• 
Women who lose a breast to 
cancer are thrown onto a bat­ 
tlefield of emotion. Often un­ 
prepared, they are forced to 
wage war within themselves, 
desperately trying to combat 
feelings of self-revulsion and 
depression. 
And, tragically, what they 
often don’t know and aren’t told 
is that they have allies, men and 
women who have fought the 
battle and emerged victorious, 
and are now waiting to help 
other 
husbands 
and 
wives 
conquer the mental anquish of 
mastectomy. 
The 
availability 
of 
these 
A m e ric a n 
C a n ce r 
S ociety 
volunteers who offer support 
and guidance to mastectomees 
(women who have undergone 
surgery for the removal of a 
breast) and their husbands is 
due to the efforts of one woman, 
Mrs. 
Harold Seefeld, 
Willow 
Grove. 
Suffering fright and loneliness 
following the removal of her 
breast 
20 
years 
ago, 
Mrs. 
Seefeld 
said she longed 
for 
someone to talk with, someone 
who could say, “ Yes, I felt that 
too. It’s norm al.” 
Shaking off the depression, 
Bert Seefeld arose as a woman 
determined to spare others the 
solitary suffering she had en­ 
dured. 


She lobbied for a mastectomee 
rehabilitation 
program, 
ap­ 
proaching doctors, hospitals and 
the American Cancer Society, at 
first with little success, Un­ 
daunted, 
she 
continued 
her 
crusade until a doctor at Temple 
U n i v e r s i t y 
H o s p i t a l , 
Philadelphia, gave a nod of 
approval. 
From that first visit to a 
f e ll o w - m a s te c to m e e , 
t h e 
program has grown, and in 1975, 
940 
women 
in 
45 
hospitals 
throughout 
Philadelphia 
and 
M ontgom ery 
County 
w ere 
treated. 
The program, now sponsored 
by 
th e 
A m erican 
C an cer 
Society, is available at Pott­ 
sto w n 
M e m o rial 
M edical 
Center. 
Mrs. 
Carol 
Soltes, 
nursing supervisor, is in charge 
of its coordination. 
Explaining the program, Mrs. 
Soltes noted that a referral from 
the doctor is necessary before a 
cancer society volunteer may 
visit the patient. Every volun­ 
teer, a recovered mastectomy 
patient, is trained by the society. 


She said patient and volunteer 
are 
matched 
as 
closely 
as 
possible in age and psychosocial 
background 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
establish better rapport. 
The volunteer provides the 
patient 
with 
an 
information 
booklet 
and 
her 
telephone 
number, urging her to call any 


time she needs someone to talk 
with. 
She also provides a tem porary 
breast prosthesis and arranges 
for a special surgical bra to be 
delivered to the patient’s home, 
free of charge, through 
the 
American Cancer Society, Mrs. 
Soltes stated. 
Two weeks after the patient is 
discharged from the hospital, 
the volunteer m akes a follow-up 
call to discuss her progress and 
offer assurance. 
Mrs. Seefeld explained why 
surgery for the removal of a 
c a n c e r o u s 
b r e a st 
is 
so 
traumatic. 
“ W e’re 
a 
bosom -oriented 
country, where beauty in 
a 
woman is not m easured by her 
face, but by the size of her bra 
cup,” she remarked. 
She and her volunteers work 
to allay fears and to turn a cry of 
“ Why m e?” to “So whatf” 
It’s not always easy and it 
takes courage for women to 
m ake the adjustm ent simply 
because they imagine so much, 
according to Mrs. Seefeld. 
Often the fear of dying from 
cancer is totally overshadowed 
by the fear that their husbands 
m ay 
no 
longer 
find 
them 
sexually 
attractiv e 
and 
no 
longer want them , she said. 
“ If it was a good m arriage or 
r e la tio n s h ip 
b e fo r e 
th e 
m astectom y, 
it 
w on’t 
be 
lessened. 
In 
fact, 
it’s often 


h eigh tened.” 
Mrs.. 
Seefeld 
stressed. 
A man who realizes he could 
have lost his wife without the 
surgery is often more tender and 
affectionate than before, she 
added. 
But because many 
women 
allow their imaginations to run 
wild, 
it 
is the goal of the 
volunteers to reach them before 
they can withdraw and possibly 
ruin the m arriage. 
Mrs. 
S eefeld 
said 
that 
volunteers 
may 
ask 
quite 
bluntly, “ If he married you for 
your bosom, is he really worth 
having?” 
She agreed with findings in a 
survey of 31 couples conducted 
by the University of California 
a t 
L os 
A n g ele s 
N e u ro p ­ 
sychiatric Institute that nearly 
one out of four women con­ 
sidered suicide before or after 
the operation. 
Deeply involved in the ad­ 
m inistration of the program , she 
said 
she 
now 
restricts 
her 
visiting to only such patients, 
those she says need “special 
handling." 
She related an incident con­ 
cerning one such patient. 
A 
fran tic 
plea 
for 
help 
was 
telephoned to Mrs. Seefeld by 
n u rse s 
at 
a 
P h ila d e lp h ia 
hospital. A m astectom y patient 
was 
threatening 
suicide 
by 
refusing to eat. 
She rushed to the hospital to 


find the young patient in tears of 
depression, convinced that her 
husband would no longer want 
her. 
Mrs. Seefeld, who makes it a 
point 
to 
be 
im m aculately 
groomed at all times, offered 
consolation and support to little 
avail, then finally convinced the 
patient to try a breast form in 
her bra. 
“ When she handed me her 
bra, one she had worn before the 
operation, I had to laugh,” Mrs. 
Seefeld remembered. “ It was 
such a small size.” 
“ I teased her and said it ap­ 
peared she hadn't lost much and 
from the looks of that bra, her 
husband hadn't m arried her for 
her 
bosom 
anyway. 
Finally, 
even she had to laugh.” 
When she left the hospital 
room, 
the 
formerly 
suicidal 
patient was fixing her hair and 
applying makeup, ready to live 
again, with a push from Bert 
Seefeld. 
Mrs. Seefeld also agreed with 
researchers' findings that the 
male partners of women who 
undergo mastectomy may often 
suffer severe reactions that go 
unresolved. 
The UCLA survey indicated 
that a great num ber of men 
found 
sexual 
relations 
less 
satisfactory 
and 
contrary 
to 
expectations, many men were 
more reluctant to view surgical 
wounds than women were to 


reveal them 
With these thoughts in mind, 
Mrs, Seefeld is now working to 
organize male volunteers, men 
who 
have 
experienced 
the 
trauma 
of 
mastectomy 
with 
their wives and can help others 
deal 
with 
the 
surgical 
af­ 
termath. 
A flyer titled “For Men Only” 
states, “The woman you love is 
now going through a period of 
adjustm ent. In some instances, 
you may fee! that everything 
you say is misunderstood, and 
you do not know how to help. ” 
The pamphlet stresses that 
“you are not alone” and that 
m ale volunteers who “ have been 
th ere’"'1 are available “ to alert 
you as to what to expect and how 
to handle any problems you may 
now 
have.” 
All 
contact 
is 
strictly confidential. 
This relating of experiences 
and sharing of feelings among 
victims of breast cancer has 
proved its merit tim e and tim e 
a g a i n 
in 
p r o m o t i n g 
u n ­ 
derstanding 
and 
returning 
people to productive lives, ac­ 
cording to its founder. 
But Mrs. Seefeld still has two 
complaints. She wishes more 
surgeons, especially those in 
outlying areas such as Pott­ 
stow n, 
would 
recognize 
the 
p rogram ’s value, and second, 
she would like an eighth day in 
the week to help even more 
mastectomees.

Physicians endorse weight control pi I Is 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
physicians with backgrounds in 
drug regulation gave conditional 
endorsements Wednesday to the 
continued

phetamine-like drugs for weight 
control programs. 
But one doctor acknowledged, 
in testimony before a Senate 
panel, that abuse of these pills 
by persons seeking a temporary 
“ high" 
m ay 
require 
that 
g o v e r n m e n t 
controls 
on 
distribution be tightened. 
The 
testimony 
before 
the 
small business subcommittee on 
monopoly contrasted with that 
of another panel of physicians 
which said Tuesday that the 


weight loss drugs are so inef­ 
fective and so open to abuse that 
they 
should 
be 
banned 
altogether. 
There is evidence that while 
some slight weight loss may be 
experienced by taking appetite- 
suppressing pills, the person 
often gains even more weight 
when the drugs are withdrawn. 
"Obesity remains a chronic 
disease, and even the limited 
efficacy 
(effectiveness) 
of 
anorectic ( weight loss) drugs is 
better 
than 
nothing,*’ 
Dr. 
Barrett Scoville, former section 
chief of the Food and Drug 
Administration, told the sub­ 
committee. 


But if recent evidence that 
diet pills are being abused is 
substantiated, 
he 
added, 
it 
would seem reasonable to ban 
amphet amines 
for 
weight 
control and restrict availability 
of similar drugs. 
However,

Jaslnski, chief of pharmacology 
at the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse facility at Lexington, Ky.„ 
said tighter controls on am­ 
phetamine-like pills would "In 
certain Instances be detrimental 
to the public health." 
For example, Jaslnski said, 
ephedrine, 
a 
nonprescription 
c h e m i c a l 
cousin 
of 
a m­ 
phetamine, is not used as an 


anti-fat drug at all but mainly 
for relief of asthama spasms. 
Abuse of this drug is quite low. 
he added, "and there is no 
evidence of danger to the public 
health" and, thus, no reason to 
tightly control Its distribution. 
A m p h e t a m i n e s 
a n d 
chemically similar drugs, such 
as 
Preludia, 
Tenuate 
and 
Pondimin, were prescribed 25 
million times by U.S. doctors 
last year, mainly for losing 
weight. 
While Pondimln, for 
example, is used almost ex­ 
clusively as a diet pili, am­ 
phetamines also are used for 
treating overactive children and 
sleeping sickness. 


Amphetamines, known as pep 
pills and uppers, are widely 
taken for achieving a "high" of 
euphoria.

Economic recovery losses steam 
as retail sales continue to slide 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail 
sales, which initially set the 
pace for recovery from the 
recession, turned in a disap­ 
pointing performance for the

The Com m erce D epartm ent 
said sales of the nation’s retail 
outlets advanced three-tenths of

While the 12-month advance 
keeps the indicator ahead of the 
inflation rate of 5.5 per cent, the 
retail sales level still is far

The decision by a three-Judge 
panel of the U.S. 9th Circuit 
Court of Appeals threw out an 
earlier court order allowing 
fishing. The government ban is 
intended to save porpoises often 
entangled in the nets of tuna 
fishermen.

Association, said that he will 
recommend that the 94 boats 
currently at sea return to port 
im mediately.

Tuna fishermen had reached 
this year’s quota of 78,000 por­ 
poise deaths last month. The 
government had given them 
until Oct. 22 to comply with new 
federal regulations protecting 
the porpoises, which are often 
captured and killed as yellowfin 
tuna are swept Into nets.

Cassidy said he knows all 
about the legislature because1 he 
studied it in college, because

been 
active 
in 
other 
political 
establishm ents 
and 
because his fam ily goes way 
back in Pennsylvania govern­ 
ment. 
He dropped out of Penn State, 
where he majored in political 
science, to run for the House this 
year. 
"Y o u 
spend 
three 
years 
studying the state government 
la n d ) you have a tendency not to 
be im pressed,” he said. 
At an even six feet and liS 
■pounds, with a face 'that makes 
it hard to guess his age, Cassidy 
does not project a youngster 
image. 
And he notes that in the state’s 
early history, back when an­ 
cestor Peter Cassidy became a 
legislator in 1823, politicians 
were usually very young. 
“ The 
average 
age of the 
signen <of the Declaration of 
Independence) was only like 
25',’’ he said. 
But according to state of­ 
ficia ls, no one as young as 
Cassidy ever made it to the 
General Assembly. 
He got there via fam ily con-

panion,, not his wife, was cited ., 
for public drunkenness. 
Cassidy said he didn’t exploit 
the 
incident,, 
concentrating 
instead on a controversial deal 
in which W ilt allegedly profited 
from the' sale of land. He also hit. 
W ilt's supposedly anti-consumer 
voting record. 
He said, the subject of his 
youth didn’t come up, “ except 
for when I used it. 
“ 1 said certain qualities went 
with 
youth 
— 
enthusiasm , 
willingness to work hard for the , 
d ístrict and idealism,,*' he said. 
Cassidy spent a, few days this 
week 
visitin g 
the 
Capitol, 
meeting various lawm akers and 
legislative leaders. He said none 
of them seemed disturbed by his 
age. 
“ 1 don't think they w ill, either, 
unless I act. like it.*" 
Asked about his chief goals 
when 
he takes his seat 
in 
Janu ary, Cassidy said many 
were taken care of this year with 
passage of legislation reforming 
the Public U tility Commission. 
But. he said he’ll fight for 
better roads in B la ir County. 
'“ We have nothing. We run on 
goat paths there,"* he said.

The human mechanism Inis one particularly man cl­ 
ous feature. No matter how severe a pain is created by 
illness or mishap, once the body has recovered (here 
is no tangible recollection, of the hurt.

Proof of the contention — what car makers are ac­ 
complishing by making better cars is being undone by 
the car buyer — can be found in measurements of 
public attitudes and practices. 
What nationwide tests show 
For example, a nationwide test program of motor­ 
ists’ maintenance habits shows a continuation of sloppy 
maintenance practices. Three cars in every four show 
at least one defect thut adversely affects fuel economy, 
emissions or performance. And the defects arc due to 
lack of good maintenance. 
YET NEVER IN THE HISTORY OF CAR OW N­ 
ERSHIP HAVE GOOD CAR HABITS BEEN SO 
LUCRATIVE TO THE OWNER: 
Years ago, when fuel cost less than 30 cents a gal­ 
lon, even a 10 per cent savings in fuel was not too allur­ 
ing! Today, such a savings can amount to hundreds of 
dollars annually. 
The price of cars is climbing steadily. While it has 
always been true that the automobile, next to the house, 
is the second largest purchase the average person makes, 
some of today's cars cost what a small house used to 
cost. Therefore, car care is a form of protection of a 
sizeable investment. 
Potential for high return 
Along with higher new car prices, used cars have 
zoomed in price. The potential for getting a high re­ 
turn for a used vehicle has never been g r e a t e r e s p e ­ 
cially when that vehicle has been well cared for. 
There is no better time to get into good car care 
habits than the fall and winter season.

Just as there are tuning 
and ignition gap settings 
that combine to provide a 
well tuned, efficient engine, 
there are camber, caster, and 
“Toe" settings to maintain 
the operating quality of the 
chassis. 
These are adjustable an­ 
gles that must be maintained 
to provide a true running 
front end that will allow 
tires to give their maximum 
service life. 
The cam ber angle Is a 
measure of the tilt of the top 
of the front wheels to or

The “Toe"* specification 
concerns the ability of the 
wheels to roll ahead freely 
without scuffing across the 
rood surface. 
'Tlie ability to hold the 
proper •Toe” setting Is dl- 
reetly affected by the condi­ 
tion of the parts in the steer­ 


ing system, This chassis sys­ 
tem which includes the Idler 
and pitman arms, tie rod 
ends, and center links, con­ 
nects the two front wheels 
and has the job of transmit­ 
ting the driver’s directional 
desires to them. 


Although the parts in the 
steering system don’t sup­ 
port a great deal of weight, 
they are subject to jarring,

Revolutionary Engine Welcomes 
Motorists to New ‘Rotary’ Club 


Welcome to the rotary club 
— the rotary club of Dr. Felix 
Wankel, whose revolutionary 
new engine made Its appear­ 
ance In Ger many in 1956, and 
Is possibly going to be the 
power plant for many auto­ 
mobiles In ten years. 
The rotary-powered Maz­ 
da, made by Toyo Kogyo 
Company In Hiroshima, Ja­ 
pan, has already made Its 
appearance In this country 
with the RX2 sedan. 
Experts in the automobile 
industry say there is a real 
possibility that domestic 
made rotary-engined cars 
will be in the nation’s show­ 
rooms on a limited basis by 
1974 or 1975. 
Sooner or later you may be 
driving — maybe even own­ 
ing — one of these remark­ 
able cars, so you’ll want to 
know a little about what 
makes the engine go. 
It’s a gasoline-burning, in- 
ternal-combustion engine 
which uses rotary motion to 
drive the wheels instead of 
the up-and-down motion of 
a piston engine. If you were 
to take the cover off the top 
of the rotary and look down 
Into it, you would see what 
looks like a triangle turning 
inside a chamber which Is 
shaped like a slightly flat­ 
tened circle.

Reasonable fuel economy 
(on unleaded, low-octane 
gasoline) and acceptable oil 
consumption are characteris­ 
tic of rotary engines. 
What about service? 
If the engine Is operated 
within the recommended 
range, the life of the seals 
and bearings should run 
between 60,000 and 100,000 
miles. As the rotary state-of- 
the-art is perfected, that life 
should be extended 
After you’ve joined the ro­ 
tary club you’ll be pleasantly 
surprised to learn that for all 
Its differences, the rotary still 
uses the same carburetor, 
wiring, tubing, alternator, ig­ 
nition system, etc as the pis­ 
ton engine.

Remember how Dad always 
used to let some air out of 
his tires when the snow got 
over two inches deep? G rand­ 
pa had told him this would 
increase his traction. 
Now, a new generr * 'on has 
come along to tell If ,ke it Is. 
It's like this: Your tires ac­ 
tually lose some of their bite 
when you let air out of them. 
If you want good winter 
traction, put on a set of snow 
tires—m aybe studded, (where 
legal) — or buy some chains 
However you do it, do not ex­ 
periment with your tire pres­ 
sure. Besides the traction sit­ 
uation, under inflation can 
waste 20% or more of your 
gasoline. 
Here is another interesting 
phenomenon about tire pres­ 
sures. If you leave the cold 
north when the temperature 
.is, down around zero,, driving 
Into the tropical south where 
it is a lovely 80 degrees, your 
tires could become as much 
as eight pounds overinflated 
Conversely, your tire pres­ 
sure will drop a like amount 
.as, you go from, a warm tem­ 
perature to cold. The drop is 
about a pound for each 10 
degrees. 
This is why you should not 
check tire pressures in a 
heated, garage and why you. 
should have the pressure 
checked about once a month.

Spark plugs aim ceramic and 'metal electrodes designed to 
permit electricity from the distributor to arc In the cylinder 
head. The electric arc ignites the gasoline, which drives 
the piston down to provide power. Normal driving erodes 
or fouls the electrodes, requiring periodic adjustments re­ 
placement. 


While the tongue-in-cheek, definitions given above are designed to be humorous, 
the explanations point to a very real problem — the proper care for your car. The 
American Petroleum Institute strongly recommends that you have your auto checked 
periodically for safety’s sake and to help prolong car life. 
Keeping your car properly tuned can help solve the pollution problem, too. Did you 
know, for example, that one bad sparkplug can cause your car to emit 25 times 
more hydrocarbons into the air? 'Or that a realty faulty carburetor' can mean that as 
much as one gallon of gasoline in every tankful will escape into the air unburned? 
It pays to make car care a part of your driving habits.

Sale winter driving insur­ 
ance Involves many pre-sea­ 
son checks, but one vital sys­ 
tem that's oftt. overlooked 
Is your car’s pcwt 
steering. 


How can. you. tell when 
something’s wrong?

And, you 
can see it. 
Your hands on the wheel 
are a, pretty sensitive indica­ 
tor of steering problema. Does, 
your car steer hard in one or 
both directions? After you 
make a turn, does your car 
‘stra igh te n out” readily? 
Does you car '‘wander” on the 
straightaw ay? 


Trouble Is easy to hear, 
too. Any rattling, chattering, 
knocking, squealing or howl­ 
ing you hear when you make 
a turn indicates a problem.. 


Next time you park your 
car for awhile, check the 
pavement under your car. A 
spot of slippery-feeling fluid 
on your garage floor or 
driveway could very well be 
hydraulic fluid th a t’s dripped 
from your power steering 
system.

If you want to avoid win­ 
tertime motoring mishaps, 
here's some advice to follow 
—but don’t follow 'too closely. 
The Canada Safety Coun­ 
cil says maintaining a proper 
following distance no matter 
how inconvenient this may 
be and maintaining a speed 
geared to the conditions will 
prevent these1 accidenta. 
The crux of the problem is 
the vehicle’s contact with the 
road surface, often slippery 
in winter driving conditions. 
It can take up to nine times 
as long to stop on glare ice, 
for example, as on a dry sur­ 
face.

Studded tires reduce the 
stopping distance, especially 
in glare ice conditions, but 
can engender ov er-co n fi­ 
dence because not all cars 
have studs so cannot stop In 
such a short distance.

A correct following dis­ 
tance gives the driver time 
to stop without hitting the 
car ahead or being struck by 
the car behind in both nor­ 
mal driving and when the car 
ahead makes an unexpected 
move. The driver needs plen­ 
ty of room in which to m an­ 
euver In winter driving, es­ 
pecially when the visibility is 
poor. 
In dry surface driving con­ 
ditions, the correct following 
distance is one vehicle length 
for every 10 miles an hour.

Yesterday's winters teach today's drivers tricks 


Getting automobiles ready 
for winter use once was a far 
different m atter than it is 
today. 
What the motorist of the 
past might experience was 
outlined by Jim Fordlee, 
president of the Iowa Valley' 
Chapter of the Antique Auto 
Club of America and the 
owner of several antique cars 
himself. 
Cars and service haven’t 
always been what they are 
today. Back then, antifreeze 
Just wasn’t available. Those 
who were hardy and enthu­ 


siastic enough to drive in 
winter weather put alcohol 
or kerosene in. their radia­ 
tors hoping to prevent freeze- 
ups. 
Today, “winter” or low vis­ 
cosity oil Is taken for grant- 
' ed. Kerosene was also used In 
the past to dilute the oil to 
ease cold weather cranking 
and allow It to circulate in 
archaic “splash” or dipper 
lubrication systems. 
Even diluted oil could be 
mighty stiff on a cold morn­ 
ing. It wasn’t too uncommon 
to tie three or four corn cobs 


together with a piece of wire 
and set them afire under the 
crank case A few minutes of 
this treatment would allow 
the engine to turn over ireeiy. 
As well as the modern bat­ 
tery functions, it Is still a 
source of doubt on the cold­ 
est mornings. There was no 
doubt in grandad’s mind; he 
knew his battery lacked suf­ 
ficient output on cold morn­ 
ings. 
He took the necessary pre­ 
caution of keeping his bat­ 
tery behind the kitchen stove 
overnight.

You may feel 
your car puM to 
one side. Brak­ 
ing action may 
be erratic, un­ 
even.

If 
you have ex­ 
perienced these symptoms, 
don’t worry! 
Your brakes 
probably have a touch of 
morning sickness. 
All automotive braking 
systems use friction to stop 
the car. This friction Is cre­ 
ated when the brake lining 
presses against the braking 
surface (brake drum or disc 
brake rotor). Ideally, the 
brake lining and brake drums 
— or brake rotor, If you have 
disc brakes — should be dry. 
That's when 'the maximum, 
coefficient of friction will be 
developed and the brakes will 
work best. 


But sometimes 
moisture 
from overnight dew or ex­ 


tremely humid air gets on 
both the brake lining and the 
brake drum or rotor surface. 
Usually a gentle braking ac­ 
tion will cure this problem. 
When you back out of your 
parking space or driveway 
the first brake application 
may be all that's needed to 
drive off the moisture. 


W hen you apply your 
brakes the friction created 
when the lining and drum or 
rotor surfaces come together 
builds up heat. This heat 
usually warms the braking 
surfaces Just enough to evap­ 
orate the moisture 


If moisture buildup Is 
heavy, however, you may ex­ 
perience the effects of un­ 
even braking. The best way 
to avoid such brake morning 
sickness Is to apply gentle 
brake pedal pressure for a 
distance of about 50 feet — 
6 to 7 car lengths — while 
moving forward at about 10 
to 15 mph. 
If you do this you’ll warm 
up your brakes and condition 
them to perform perfectly 
when you need to stop.

K.E.l. Defined 
Now that the CB radio 
literally is becoming the 
n ation 's co n v ersa tio n 
piece, the initials R.F.I.

frequcncy .interference. 
R.F.I., as the name im ­ 
plies, is the ' static'’ noises 
em anating from sources 
on or within the car itself. 
These noises can interfere 
with reception of CB and 
conventional radios, tele­ 
vision and other communi 
rations media 
Most cars and trucks

To 
minimize the possib.1.11 ties 
of R F.I. from this circuit, 
ignition cables are usually 
of the resistor type These 
suppressor cables use re­ 
sistance type conductors 
rather than metal wire 
conductors at their core 
Also commonly used in 
R F.I suppression are re

Resistor plugs contain an 
element 'that greatly re­ 
duces radiation from igni 
tlon cables and virtually 
eliminates the high fre 
quency of the spark 
Many vehicles currently 
utilize both resistor plugs 
and suppression cables for 
R.F.I. squelching.
